How to Plank This Delicious 'Flak. 

Proper Way to Serve. 

There is no better method of cocking 
a delicate fish, such as shad or Spanish 
mackerel, than that method known as 
planking. The plank itself is a matter 
of great importance, not that it need be 
©f one special sort of wood, for the 
choice lies between cedar, oak, ash and 
hickory, some authorities recommend¬ 
ing one, some another. The general 
consensus of opinion' seems to point 
toward a white oak board about an 
inch and a half in thickness- Its oth-. 
er dimensions should of course be out- I 
side the limits of any fish which shall 
be cooked upon it - 
A new board—that is, one that has 
still a woodsy flavor clinging to it— 
may not be used. Time must have 
ripened it or, in other .words, it must 
be well seasoned. Round about the 
edge of tho upper surface a groove 
should serve the purpose of catching 
the juices from the cooking fish. For 
the first and the second and even the 
third cooking the plank somehow fails 
to live up to its reputation. It is only 
When from repeated cookings the board 
has become enriched with the juice 
of fish that it imparts the required 
flavor to the fine shad intrusted to it. 
Months are none too short a time to 
give to this seasoning. of the wood. 
Once brought to the proper state, how¬ 
ever, it remains perfect for years and 
years. 

The fish are not only cooked upon 
the plank, but served upon it as well. 
Never wash the fish plank. Rub it 
with a dry cloth and sandpaper it; 
then, if you wish, dust it off with 
some powdered lemon rind. Soap and 
water would be disastrous if applied, 
for the mixture of flavors would be 
far from good. In preparing a sha’d 
for planking split it open, wipe it dry : 
and if possible remove the backbone. 
Now place the fish, skin side down,' 
upon the plank and tack it down. 
Spread the fish with butter and season 
it with salt and pepper. It should ( 
cook in a hot oven or before a very j 
hot -fire. With the gas broiler that 
cooks from above It is very easy to 
broil the fish, putting board and ail 1 
under the blaze and leaving it there 20 e 
minutes. If baked, five minutes Ton- f 
ger should be allowed. 

When it is done, add some bits of V 
butter, a little more salt and a sprin- ^ 
kling of paprika, one tablespoonful of 
minced,parsley and two tablespoonfuls ii 
of white wine. Remove the tacks. Place e 
the plank- on a japanned tray a few 1 I 
inches larger than the board itself and n 
serve with the fish a cucumber sauce. n

How to Wash Embroidered Linen. 

To launder embroidered linen make a 
suds with a fine soap and warm; Water. 
Do qjt soak, rub or wring the piece, 
but squeeze the suds through and 
through until it is clean. Rinse in clear 
watet and dry between towels. It is 
well not to expose embroidery to the 
air when It is wet, and it should never 
be dried In the sun, nor should it be 
folded or rolled while damp. Before it 
is entirely dry iron It on a piece of 
thick flannel on a soft padded board. 
Lay the embroidered side down, cover 
it with a dry cloth, over that place a 
wet cloth and press with a moderately 
hot iron, Instead of folding it roll It bn 
a large, round wooden stick. !

NEW MEXICO LETTER. 

Mesilla Park, JST. Mex., April 16 
Dear Friends :— 

As % read my last Mews, I re¬ 
marked, “The people back east 
aren’t having all The weather,” and 
to prove it will tell you something 
about ours. 

The middle of February was de¬ 
lightful and warm. * The late 
peaches blossom first, and soon the 
orchards were bowers of bloom; 
shortly the early peaches budded, 
and a large crop was predicted, hut 
alas! “the best laid plans of mice 
and men etc.,” and we awoke one 
morning, to find ice all around us. 
The thermometer went as low as 
it had been all winter, and the 
prospect for a heavy crop is dubious 
enough. One gentleman told me 
that if ninety per cent, of the blos¬ 
soms had frozen, still wo might 
expect a good crop, but as ninety- 
nine per cent, were spoiled, he did 
not see where %ve were to get fruit 
for table use. Another farmer said 
to me the other day, “We can’t 
plant anything until we have wat¬ 
er to irrigate with, and the river is 
dry now; no crops this year, or at 
best, late ones.” 

March came in like a lion and 
kept it up for thirty-one clays,— 
blow', blow, blow,—until one could 
hardly stand it,' and no gentle 
zephyrs either; it often blows six¬ 
ty miles an hour. 

April 4 dawned bright and clear, 
but with a haze over the moun¬ 
tains that usually .indicates a 
windy day; by nine o’clock a stiff 
breeze was blowing. It continued 
to increase in velocity until .one 
could scarcely stand against it, and 
to see ten feet ahead was impossi¬ 
ble. My brother and I were in the 
kitchen, and I had remarked but a 
little while before, “If our tempo- i 
rary iron roof stands this wind, it 
can stand anything,” when rip, 
slam, bang! and I thought the 
whole northern part of the Territo¬ 
ry had come south and. struck us 
on the way, “Goodness! what’s 
that?” I cried, turning to my broth 
er. “It’s the roof,” he answered, 
and bolted out of the door. It was 
indeed true. The northwestern 
corner had gone completely over 
the southeaster!!, and landed in the 
yard ; the rest hung on a pivot and 
flapped the chimney with a crash, 
and the most of ft landed in the 
sitting room, bringing quantities 
of plaster with it. Such a forlorn 
looking place as it was! All we 
could do all the afternoon long— 
and this happened at two o’clock— 
was to sit aud wait for the wind to 
go down, so that we might ascer¬ 
tain just how much damage had 
been done. About five o’clock the 
wind died down enough for us to 
go into the yard and look around. 

I Wish now I had taken a picture 
of the wreck; then I felt that I 
could not bear to look at it. That 
evening we dared not build a fire, 
so sat and shivered and made 
plans for the future. There w t as 
one of three things to do.: Put up 
another temporary roof, put up the

He is bare-footed, overalls roiled 
to the knees, arms bare to the 
shoulder. He dips bis hands in 
the mud, works and; imooths it, 
lifts off the frame and washes it 
just as the raea come up with a 
new supply of mud. They make 
from eight hundred to a thousand 
adobes per day, and receive from 
$5 50 to $7.50 per thousand! The 
boss pays his men each 75 cents a 
day, furnishes: the straw and pays 
for the water; not a very money- 
|'making business is it? " 

The adobes are left flat on the 
ground for about a week, then they 
are stood on the edge and allowed 
to dry for from three to four weeks 
before they are laid in the wall. I 
wish you could stand and, watch 
these men at work; I think you 
would find it very entertaining. 

Everyone here is getting very 
much excited over the voting for 
our Field Day Queen. Fieltf. day 
is May 3. They want to build a 
grand stand so took this method to 
raise the money. The contest 
closes Friday night, and there is 
considerable exci foment among 
the supporters of the different can 
didates. 

When we have another spell of 
weather I will tell you about it.

other rooms, or quit the whole 
thing. The latter we Would not 
do, the former seemed extra ex¬ 
pense, so the middle course seem 
ed the only one left, for us, and we 
decided on that. About nine 
o’clock we retired for the night, 
and lay gazing at the moonbeams 
as they struggled in* Friday work 
was begun, and the next Tuesday 
found US all snug and tight once 
more. Just think, though, of liv¬ 
ing in a Country where in April 
one can live five days and nights 
with no roof over his head and the 
Only Inconvenience he suffers is 
the anxiotjS lest it rain and spoil 
the rest of the house. I intended 
to inform you that the wind blew 
sevonty-two miles an hour during 
Thursday afternoon, April 4. 

As a result of our decision, the 
Mexicans are making adobes in 
OUr back yard, to-day, and that is 
really what I started to tell you 
about. This morning about seven 
o’clock, four Mexicans and a boy 
came. They ran the hose down to 
the corral, dug a deep pit and be¬ 
gan to make mud pies. After they 
had a sufficient amount of mud 
mixed, they took a little straw and 
mixed It into about half a bushel 
of the mud and put it on a sort of 
litter; two of them carried it to 
the man who was to spread them, 
number four working up more mud 
all the time. The two men dump 
the mud in a framo 30x18x4 inches, 
containing three partitions, which 
allows of making three adobes, 
each 0x18x1 inches, at One time. 
The man who is to spread them 
weighs nearly two hundred pounds,

How to Polish Window*. 

The action of the sun, moisture and 
the carbonic acid In the air on the soda 
or potash In the glass produces an 
opaqueness more or Jess pronounced. 
To remove this wet tbe glass with 
dilute hydrochloric acid, and after a 
few minutes go over the glass with 
powdered whiting. Pour the acid slow¬ 
ly into the cold water, using four 
ounces of the acid to 12 ounces of 
water. Polish with chamois or soft 
paper. It must be remembered that 
this acid will attack metals and should 
not be allowed to touch -them, nor 
should the bottle be left open an in¬ 
stant longer than necessary, as the 
fumes are very destructive.—Ladles’ 
Home Journal.
